The young Kentucky girl said 
that her husband’s occupation 
was that of a trader in cattle 
and hogs and that she did not 
know if he manufactured liquor 
before they moved to the Clev­ 
enger place in the edge of Circle- 
ville. At that place Webster had 
made liquor for about a month 
although she advised against it, 
she said at the inCjuest. 
About noon on the fateful day 
of October 3, Mrs. Webster said 
she saw some men come up to 
the house and that she ran into 
the dining room, followed by her 
husband. 
The 
young 
woman 
testified that she unlocked the 
door and started to open it when 
a man, whom she later learned 
was Sheriff Compton, pushed 
the door back and ran into the 
room. 
Mrs. Webster told the coroner 
that she din’t remember hearing 
the sheriff say anything but 
that he ran across the room to 
the 
stairway 
and 
then 
the 
shooting broke out. She was un­ 
able to tell which man shot first 
but that both of them fired al­ 
though she did not actually see 
the shooting. No words were 
spoken by either of the men, the 
witness asserted. 
Webster did not have a gun 


with him as he entered the din­ 
ing room, the coroner was told, 
but he apparently took it out of 
a sideboard drawer, where it was 
usually kept, as he ran across 
the room to the staircase. 
The sheriff fell to the floor, 
got up and walked to the porch 
where he fell again, the woman 
said. 
“Of course he wasn’t 
justi­ 
fied,” Mrs. Webster replied when 
asked by the coroner if she 
thought her husband was justi­ 
fied in shooting the sheriff. 
Other testimony was given at 
inquest by Hunt and Ed 
Compton but these officers did 
not reach the room until the 
firing had started, the latter 
man getting a shot at Webster 
as he disappeared into the up­ 
stairs room from which he made 
his escape.

HAD DISAPPEARED IN 
CAROLINA MOUNTAINS 


Asheville, N. C., Nov. 22 (JP) — 
“Reynolds Rogers,” that strange 
character who appeared in a 
mountain village three months 
ago from “Kentucky Way,” was 
no more today. 
In his place once again is Col. 
Raymond Robins, social worker 
and prohibition advocate, who, 
after insisting for three days he 
was “Rogers,” 
recognized, his 
physician said, his wife and his 
identity for the first time late 
yesterday. 
A statem ent was issued by 
the family, approved by 
Dr. 
Mark A. Griffin, psychiatrist in 
charge of the case, that Robin’s 
memory is restored and that “he 
seems well on the way to nor­ 
mal health.” 
“Colonel Robins is still in need 
of rest and will not *be dis­ 


turbed,” the statem ent added. 
For two days Robins, whose 
disappearance September 3 cre­ 
ated a national mystery, 
has 
been under the care of a physi­ 
cian, wearing the heavy beard 
and overalls in which he had 
tramped the mountains 
pros­ 
pecting, 
contending 
he 
w a s 
“Rogers.” 
Twice his wife had seen him 
and both times he said he did 
not recognize her. 
When Mrs. Robins first en­ 
tered her husband’s room on the 
third visit he did not recognize 
her and “seemed to be undergo­ 
ing great strain,” the family 
statement said. 
After a few minutes, it con­ 
tinued, Robins turned to Dr. 
Griffin and asked: “Do you say 
this is my wife?” 
“He obviously was 
suffering 
from a severe strain,” the state­ 
ment said. “Dr. Griffin answered 
in the affirmative and there was 
silence for half a minute. 
“ ‘I went to Mr. Robins and 
gave him my hand,’ Mrs. Robins 
said. 
‘And then, 
slowly 
but 
steadily the change came. 
It 
was not all of a sudden and was 
visibly a severe strain to the 
colonel, but there came into his 
face a completely new look. He 
looked into my face and called 
me ‘M argaret.’ 
“ ‘After exchanging greetings, 
the colonel turned to the doctor 
and said: ‘Doctor, I am R ay­ 
mond Robins and this is my 
wife, M argaret Dreier Robins.’ ” 
Robins then recognized John 
Dreier, nephew who had posi­ 
tively identified him Friday in 
the village of Whittier. 
Members of the fam ily ex­ 
pressed joy at the “happy end­ 
ing” of the case and Dr. Griffin 
said “I am happy to think that 
the crisis indicated the end of 
the trouble.”

Washington, Nov. 22 OP)—With 
his own war debt ideas in plan 
form, President Hoover awaited 
the arrival today of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in hope of evolving 
with him a joint program for 
dealing with international 
fi­ 
nancial 'obligations. 
There was expectancy in offi­ 
cial Washington as time for this 
afternoon’s 
precedent -shatter­ 
ing conference between a de­ 
feated president and his suc­ 
cessor-elect approached. Their 
meeting time was 4 p. m. in the 
historic Lincoln study. 
As Mr. Roosevelt himself head­ 
ed for the White House this 
morning from New York his lat­ 
est formal word was that the 
conference should be wholly per­ 
sonal and informal, and that re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
d e b t 
action 
should* rest with present author­ 
ities until he himself takes of­ 
fice. 
Although none, including the 
president who guarded closely 
his thoughts, could foresee the 
outcome of their meeting one of 
the four men who will attend— 
Secretary Mills—held three pos­ 
sibilities to be open. He listed 
them as a joint program for pre­ 
sentation to congress; recom­ 
mendations to be sent to Capitol 
Hill by Mr. Hoover alone; or sug­ 
gestions 
transmitted 
by 
Mr. 
Roosevelt to Democratic con­ 
gressional leaders with whom he 
will meet tomorrow. 
“Of course the president has 
his own definite ideas on this 
whole debt question,” Mills said. 
“The interesting thing, however, 
is what Mr. Roosevelt is going to 
do and what his ideas will be.” 
The 
already 
complex 
debt 
question was added to today by 
publication of a memorandum 
from 
Czechoslovaks, 
aligning 
that country with Great Britain, 
France and Belgium in asking 
for 
“reconsideration of t h i s 
problem and extension of the 
suspension on payments for the 
duration of this consideration.” 
On Capitol Hill at the same 
time there was increasing oppo­ 
sition not only to cancellation 
or revision but also to any mor­ 
atorium extension or recreation 
of the war debt commission.
